chil f inspector of elem entary schools, 
and reports by five women inspectors 
who had been instructed to inquire in 
to the whole mat tot The chief inspec­ 
tor's summary verdict is that “there is 
no Intellectual advantage from school 
instruction under five,*’ and “that un- 
suit tide rather than insufficient feed­ 
ing 
is 
responsible for

dren.’ 
With reference to this latter 
point there is a curious table furnished 
by one of the women inspectors, giv­ 
ing the choice of 
46 
children 
who 
were asked what they would buy for 
dinner if provided with a penny and 
told to purchase it them selves. 
Thirteen chose fish 
and 
potatoes; 
five, fish only; five. potatoes only; two, 
peas and potatoes; three, pease pud­ 
ding; five, soup; two, meat and pota­ 
toes; four, pudding; 
one. Christmas 
pudding; 
one. apple 
pie; 
one, jam 
roll; one. jam tart; 
one, rice, 
one, 
chese; one, apples. 
Pickles and even raw onions figure 
largely in the diet of the slum chil­ 
dren -of London, and for this the Ig­ 
norance of the mothers Is clearly to 
blame. 
At present many parents seem to 
need education far more even than 
the children.
